In carrying out this 
treatment the hair it carefully 
shampooed to get rid of all oil and 
d irt After the hair it dry, with 
the child sitting in a chair with 
hit head tilted backward, the neck 
and shoulder* covered with a 
towel, and the eye* covered with 
pieces of cotton, the solution is ap- 
f 
ilied to the hair and scalp with a 
arg* piece of cotton which has 
been dipped into it. After applica­ 
tion the hair is combed in the usual 
fashion. Twenty-four hours later 
the hair is again carefully sham­ 
pooed and after being allowed to 
dry is fine-combed and brushed 
thoroughly. 
It would appear that this treat­ 
ment is simple to carry out and 
is safe. It rarely causes any ex­ 
cept minor reactions such as some 
slight irritation of the scalp. 
If the child is infested with head 
lice, the physician should be con­ 
sulted as to which of these various 
forms of treatment may beet be 
employed.

INFESTATION with head lice 
is particularly common among 
children, who pick up these para­ 
sites accidentally during contact 
with chance playmates or at 
school. There is no disgrace in this 
—the disgrace consists in allowing 
the condition to persist Hence, no 
parent whose child has acquired 
head lice should hesitate because 
of shame, about going to the doc­ 
tor for aid. The more quickly the 
doctor’s advice is sought, the more 
sure results will be. 
Head lice ara tiny parasites 
which cling to the hair and, thua 
hidden, are not always visible to 
the eye. They lay eggs called nits 
and these become firmly fastened 
to the hairs so that while it is 
iften easy enough to get rid of th# 
'.ice, the nit* cannot be dealt with 
antil after they hatch into a new 
trop of parasites. 
Methods of Treatment 
Numerous methods of treating 
lead lice have been developed. The 
treatment used for a long time 
insisted in using kerosene, which 
was left on for about 24 hours fol­ 
lowed by shampoo and fine comb­ 
ing the hair to get rid of as many 
nits as possible.
